THE 8.P.0.A. IN EGYPT.

tion of animals in and around Cairo. Visitors 
and residents, who have known Cairo before a 
8.P.C.A. existed, are unanimous in bearing wit- 
ness to the revolution brought about through its 
agency. ‘The sum recovered in the course of 
the year from owners of animals treated 
in the infirmary must inevitably constitute 


the largest proportion of the income of the 
society. Experience has shown, however, that

;, | The same cannot be said of the thousands who 


visit Egypt every winter. The contributions 
of visitors during 1904 'y reached L.E.50 
out of atotal income of over L.E.3,500. In 
no year haye they exceeded » L.E.100.  Ex- 
pressions of platonic sympathy with the aim 
and objects of the society are readily forth- 
coming, but do not assume a concrete or prac- 
tical shape.” ‘The italics are ours, for this 
passage deserves to be emphasised : it is easy 
to assume an interested sympathetic air but 
unfortunately this simulated interest has a way 
of departing with those who have aroused it. 
Quitea number of otherwise excellent people re- 
spond to an appeal to their sympathy and their 
generosity with the regularity of one of those 
pleasing machines, once so popular in British 
seaside resorts, into whicha,penny was inserted 
and a puppet willingly danced or played upon 
the simulacrum of @ musical instrument, and 
with about the same practical result, 

We confess to a fear that exhortations and 
appeals will prove vain against such mechani- 
cal temperaments, but there must be numbers 
of winter visitors whose intellects are as practi- 
cal as their instincts are generous, and who fail 
to support the S.P.C.A. as it deserves owing to 
a misapprehension of its financial position. We 
realise as well as they-do that the society can 
deal with Cairo thoroughly and effectively, but 
they do not realise that, unless the society is 
to mark time, perhaps for years, then help is 
needed to enable it to extend its operations 
in the provinces. A society that confined 
its work for ever to the Capital would 
deserve to be compared to a police that 
enforced peace and order in_ London, Brigh- 
ton, Birmingham, and Manchester and, con- 
tentedly supine, permitted outlaws to reassem- 
ble in Sherwood Forest and highwaymen 
to haunt the Portsmouth road. It is the 
wish of the committee and members of the 
8.P.0.A. to give to their operations a wider 
scope, and sooner or later to establish centres 


at all the principal towns in Egypt, trom which - 


the treatment of animals, not only in these 
towns, but in the surrounding villages, can be 
watched, and intractions of the laws relating to 
cruelty to animals noted and brought before 
the responsible authorities, Anyone who: knows 
the fellaheen of Egypt understands that with 
all their good points, they are curiously care- 
less of animal suffering, and inflict ‘a vast 
amount of unnecessary pain on the beasts which 
they possess and, at times, on the wild crea 
tures that fall into their hands. We do not 
wish to give any colour to the view 
that the Moslem is cruel to beasts gui 
Moslem, for the enlightened Mohamedan 
holds strong views as to his duty towards 
animals, and will cite passages from the- 


Koran in favor of humanity. But igno- 


rance in Christian and in Moslem commu- 
nities is usually accompanied by a callousness 
towards animal suffering, the consequences 
of which differ in no way from those of 
active aoe and the fellah is admittedly

LONDON OPINION. 

A London financial correspondent writes :— 

The expected movement in Egyptian miuing 
shares is at hand, or at any rate it seems so. 
North Niles will probably wait until Nite 
Valleys give a lead, but those in the market 
who regard them with even greater favor than 
the shares of the older company (from a purely 
market standpoint) are not entirely without 
reasons. ‘I'he issued capital is very small, only 
about »£39,000, and an appreciation in price 
would probably be more rapid in the case ot 
the subsidiary than in that of the parent. By 
hand-crushing alone £3,000 worth of gold hus 
been recovered, and 5,000 feet of development 
work has been done. Nubias are quiet, and so 
are the rest of the list, but there are various 
considerations which point to an impending 
revival of interest in this section. 


EGYPTIAN MINES EXPLORATION. 


The report for 1904 states that the Um Rus 
Gold Mines of Eyypt (Limited) with a capital 
of £150,000, of which £50,000 is _ work- 
ing capital, was issued to the public 
on the 6th of February last year, and the 
purchase consideration of £5,000 cash and 
33,333 fullyspaid shares has been paid over to 
the company. itis expected that regular crusb- 
ings onthe Um Rus Mine will commence in 
the course of a few weeks.

The fancy-dress ball at the Ghezireh Casino 
on Tuesday night was a remarkably brilliant 
and successful entertainment.

ee may be pyres stated that) the sourccs of 
information at the disposal ofthe magnates of 
the London Stock Exchange are more far-re~ ch- 
ing and reliable than any other. Even the | est 
opinion of the chances 'of success’ of the annuies 
in the field, with all the. gathered availble 
news from public ‘and. private sources, can be, 
and no doubt is, secured by those to whom the 
upshot of events means loss or. gain of many 
millions. When, ‘therefore, a movement of ge- 
neral confidence takes:plate, and Consols and 
other securities (which,so to speak;“‘beattime”) 
and Japanese Stocks show apecial strength, it 
is easy to gauge “the fact’ that the best inform- 
ed have made up their minds as to the general 
course of events. The latest information, fiem 
Manchuria seems to have fully confirmed these 
views, and amply justified the discounting of 
the future that has taken place. There is only 
one weak spot. Will the French holders of 
Russian stock lose their heads “en masse’ in 
case of the further casualties impeding? ‘I" at 
the fall of Port Arthur, the destructio. ot ihe 
Russian fleet, arid the state of practicalr 7°'u- 
tion into which Russia has been plungei by 
the insensate action of the Tsar, have been 
borne by the French investor with extraordi: 
nary “sang froid,” so much so that the power 
of obtaining new loans in that country seems 
still unexhausted,give reason to hope that they 
will bear future troubles without panic. Cer- 
tainly the conditions of sale, and the advice 
from head-centres, will act in that direction. 
‘'he French are, however, an impulsive people, 
and liable to act foolishly when: once “on the 
run.” Should the scare take place, what would 
be the effect ? ‘This has been well thought-out 
and discussed in high financial circles this week, 
with the conclusion that, with prices of best 
securities at their present level, there is not 
much to fear. ‘he weight of a heavy drop 
would fall on Paris, and .at the moment, 
being in an exceptionally strong monetary 
position, should be able to bear it. French 
holders of South African shares would, no 
doubt, be obliged to realise to some extent, 
hence the halting condition of that market,but 
otherwise the effect on our Stock Exchange 
would be mostly sympathetic, and the result of 
near peace, coming as an Offset to Russian 
disasters, would have a strengthening tendency. 
The very fall in Russians, if it take place, will 
make an unanswerable argument for peace, for, 
as Napoleon said, to command success in war 
three things are essential :—Ist, money ; 2nd, 
money; 3rd, money. | 

Gilt-edged securities still continue to be the 
leading feature of the stock-markets, and at 
the time of writing they stand generally at the 
highest evel touched for a long time past. 
Money is cheap, and, what is more important, 


there is strong evidence that, in this section’ 


at any rate, there is a revival of public con- 
fidence. ‘There has been a steady demand for 
better-class stocks, which has been well sustain- 
ed during the past tew weeks. The supply: of 
investment stocks is comparatively limited, 
and a continuance of buying in this quarter, 
such as seems more than prubable, must 
ultimately so raise prices that in a tew months’ 
time, perhaps jess,they will reach a level which 
will yield a very much smaller return, and 
moreover, leave much less scope for specula- 
tion than is the case at present. Then we shall 
see the further result, viz. the public will turn 
to those markets which offer them most scope, 
and there will be a consequent return of 
activity in speculative stocks. Egyptian pro- 
perties have fluctuated considerably this | week. 
Natioual Bauks are the most active feature, 
having fallen below 264 early in the week, but 
steadied again to 27 later. Itis only to be 
expected that the rapid risé in price should 
produce a fairly large amount of profit making, 
for, good as this property undoubtedly is, the 
upward movement has been very rapid, and 
the return at present is certainly not propor- 
tionate, still less high enough to tempt holders 
to lock them up at these prices. Agricultural 
Banks are steady at 114. Daira Sanieh shares 
keep their price well at 25}, and are talked 
higher. Egyptian Salt and Soda at2} seem 
high, but the shares are well held, and we 
should not recommend selling “on spec.” We 
believe the purchase of the Huileries is _prac- 
tically settled. Amongst forthcoming-issues is 
the Egyptian Trust and Investment Co. with 
a capital of £200,000. It is not yet on the 
market, butas the capital is not large, and 
some good financial names are mentioned in 
connection with it, it might easily be made a 
success in the present prosperous state of 
Egyptian finances. There isa rather better 
tcne in the mining. section generally at the 
moment. Egyptian mining companies already 
show a distinct advance on last week’s prices, 
though as yet business is very limited in the 
mining market generally. Egypt and Sudan 
stand at 2 7, which includes a dividend of 
25 per cent. and rights to the value of another 
75 %in shares of the Sudan Goldfield, Ltd., 
and the price seems low.

London, February 27. 
The statement that it is proposed to with- 


draw the British troops from Egypt altogether } 


is received with some incredulity. Despite the 
desire of the Army Council to assist Mr. 
Arnold-Forster in his work of retrenchment 
and reform, it would be going much too far to 
entirely denude Egypt of the troops which 
occupy such” a~-very favorable astrategical 
situation. The present state of politics in 
Europe may not last for ever. 

On the 16th prox. Major-General J. R. 
Slade, C.B., Royal Artillery, commanding the 
troops in Egypt, will retire under the age 
rules. The service will lose a good soldier by 
his retirement, and certainly ne more popular 
one ever commanded at Cairo. 


Captain W. E. G. Connolly, Royal Marine 
Light Infantry, attached to the Egyptian Army, 
has been promoted major on the establishment. 
Major Connolly joined the R.M.L.I. in Septem- 
ber, 1886, and spent the past three and a-half 
years with the Khedive’s troops. 


Cqlonel Walter G.Crole-Wyndham, C.B., who" 


charged with the 21st Lancers at Omdurman, 
has becn appoiuted’ to the command of the 
sixth division at Plymouth. 


Captain R. C. Maclachlan, adjutant of the 
3rd Battalion, Rifle Brigade, at Aden—now on 
home leave—will vacate that appointment on 
the 6th prox. and will be succeeded by Captain 
George Pally, who lately passed through the 
Staff College. Captain Pally has served with 
the Rifle Brigade for nearly thirteen years, and 
was with the 2nd Battalion in Kitchener’s 
Khartoum expedition, including the battle of 
that name (medal and Khedive’s medal with 
clasp). 


The old ironclad “Hecla,” which was at the 
bombardment of Alexandria, is about to be 
sent out to Hong-Kong to act as the depét 
ship to the “destroyer” flotillas on the China 
Station. 

The first-class battleship ‘Vengeance’ will 
be commissioned at Malta on the 28th inst. for 
two years’ service on the Mediterranean Sta- 
tion, where she proceeds from the China 
Station. .

FUNERALS IN CAJRO. 


iA correspondent writes calling\attention to 

@ manner in which funerals are ¢enducted in 
Cairo. Hesays:1 have to emphasise and deplore 
what I can only call an entire absence of de- 
cency in the lesser details ; and those details 
are actually of greater import than all else. I 
refer to the attendants to whom'is entrusted 
the handling—I must\use the word—of those 
buried in our cemetery. I do not wish to 
enlarge on their methods, or on that apathy, 
the result of long habit, and natural lack of 
sympathy, Whieh cf all things produces the 
most painful and jarring effect. Of all that enters 


ito our Kfe,the one greatest fact dominating us | 


should be—it is in Egypt—the last farewell to 
those who have been taken from us, so often 
suddenly. Why should our thoughts, at a mo- 
ment when regret and reflection are at a climax, 
be disturbed, even outraged,by causes of which 
the remedy is in our own hands ? Why should 
our friends be lowered into their resting place- 
by those who (whatever may be their _perso- 
nality and merit) must, racially, be out of 
sympathy and so without feeling for what 
concerns us so intimately? Do we take any 
part in the funeral services of those who 
belong to this country, or indeed (except 
that of respect born of friendship or sym- 
pathy) of those of another Church ? It would 
bey a gross offence. Why then cannot we, 
a comminity of so many English, find some 
amongst us who will, trom feeling rather 
than paid-.duty, mitigate and harmonise the 
trouble of the last offices to those ‘we lose ? 
Surely the friends of him or her we follow 
would be ready and glad to offer themselves to 
show inthe painful aud unavoidable details that 
reverence and respect they feel, so that all 
who have greatest cause to mourn may know 
that everyone present is with them; honoring 
their sorrow, and in so far as in each lies, 
sparing all that may needlessly offend or 
enhance it. Let us then have reason to feel 
that if one or other of ourselves die, away 
from our country, they may-be not only fol- 
lowed to their grave, but also laid therein by 
others who are living—as they have died—in 
and for, though not of, Egypt. ;
